We have spoken very decidedly in 
regard te Police Court matters and it 
is proper that we should assign rea- 
sons. In the outset it is pleasant for 
us to say that no suspicion of delib. 
erate wrong doing has crossed our 
minds. But there has been no ques- 
tion of the fact that the Justice Court 
of Reno has been a very expensive lux- 
ury, hor of the further fact that it has 
made tmany grave mistakes. It has 
been a very unpleasant task for-us to 
find fault with officers who are our 
personal friends and it wil! be seen 
that we have not done so im any in- 
stance upon personal grounds. But 
the Gazette undertook some weeks ago 
of its own motion to suggest certain 
changes of policy which would be 
beneficial both to the taxpayer and 
_ the cause of justice. By that course 
we made several warm enemies who 
undertook to mislead us in future. 
Our complaints then and now were 
made in pursuit of information fur- 
nished by County Commissioners, 
prominent citizens of this town, and 
taxpayers of this county. We have 
also 
Court itself. Now, the officers of 
that Ceurt or any other Court should 
understand that, while not desiring to 
impeach their personal characters, 
while willing and anxious to do each 
one of them justice, we are still fully 
determined tnat whenever the people 
want an account or a reason, they are 
to have it.

Tae Trser Lanp Bruu.—A Wash- 
ington dispatch, dated October 21, 
says, the following is the full text of 
the Timber Land bill, introduced in 
the Senate by Chaffee, and now before 
the Public Land Committee: 

Be it Hnacted, etc., That all citizens 
of the United States and other persons, 
bona fide residents of Colorado or Ne- 
vada or either of the Territories of 
New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Wyom- 
ing, Dakotah, Idaho, Washington or 
Montana, shall be and are hereby 
authorized and permitted to fell and 
remove for building, agricultural, min- 
ing, or other domestic purposes, any 
timber or other trees growing or being 
on the public lands, said lands being 
mineral and not subject to entry un- 
der the existing laws of the United 
States, in either of said States or Ter- 
ritories of which such citizens or per- 
sons may be at the time bona fide res- 
idents; and that 2461 of the revised 
statutes.of the United States and all 
acts er parts of acts prohibiting the 
felling or removing of timber or trees 
growing or being on the public lands 
of the United States, or providing pen- 
alties therefor, so far us they conflict 
with this act, are hereby repealed.

A Bia Fanu.—It is estimated that 
Lux & Miller have 700,000 acres of 
land in California, an area nearly as 


great as the State of Rhode Island. 
There must be at least 400,000 acres 
in one body, running in a strip ten or 
twelve miles wide and sixty miles 
long, from Hill's ferry southward. It 
is covered with farm houses and well 
‘equipped in all respects.
